In his speech, Barnett charged

"add the finishing blows to the 
foundation stone upon which our 
Constitution ... firmly rests.”

Get Pay Hike 


WASHINGTON 'UPI) - Presi 
dent Kennedy signed into law to­ 
day legislation providing a $1.2 
billion pay increase for nearly 
two m i l l i o n members of the 
armed forces effective immediate­ 
ly 


The measure gives pay boosts 
ranging from $5 a month for re­ 
cruits with two years of service 
to $110 a month for lieutenant 
colonels and navy commanders. 
The President signed the bill at 
a ceremony in the Cabinet Room

At present, it is estim ated that 
the Penn State sponsorship would 
cost the com m unities at a one- 
mill rate while Tem ple’s sponsor­ 
ship would cost a 2 'i*-mill rate. 
Any plan for the county to estab­ 
lish the comm unity college on its 
own appears to have been virtual, 
ly discarded, not only because it 
would cost m ore than the other 
possibilities, but because without 
the operation of an already es­ 
tablished university, it would be 
y ears before credits obtained at 
a locally sponsored school would 
be recognized. 
Students would not be able to 
transfer to accredited universities 
for their last two years. Their 
credits, obtained at the local com ­ 
m unity college in the first two 
years, would not be accepted. 
Tuition Costs 
It is estim ated by the com m ittee 
that tuition costs for a com m unity 
college could be held to between 
$500 and $000 per year. 
Dr. P eter R. Bueehler, of Lang­ 
horne, 
subcom m ittee 
chairm an, 
com pared this with an average 
$2,500 per year cost for a student 
to attend school aw ay from home. 
The plans are to locate a com ­ 
m unity college that would accom ­ 
m odate about OOO students. The 
com m ittee estim ates that to build 
such a school would cost between 
$1,750,000 and $3,145,(KH), depend­ 
ing on what facilities w ere in­ 
cluded. 
The com m ittee estim ates w ere 


based on studies m ade by several 
professional college educators. 
In a survey last year, 3,300 high 
school seniors 
in 
Lower 
Bucks 
said they hoped to attend college. 
Of these, som e 1,335 said they 
would ottend a com m unity college 
if it w as available. 
Of this num ber, 470 actually 
would attend a com m unity college 
school counselors.

At a one-mill tax rate, $292,(KH) 
could be raised in Lower Bucks 
each year to pay back financing 
on the school.
